Another old and honored 
citizen 
has 


passed away. Ihomas Driver died at his 
home, No. !'3S Was'aington avenue, a.t 
•2:00 o'clock this morning, at tLc/advanc- 
ed age of SI years. Although his demise 
was expected 'it cast a p.ing of sorrow 
throughout the community where he lifd 
been so well'known and identified with 
the manufacturing interests, for nearly 
half a century. 


Deceased was born on tlie Island of 


WeStray of the Orkney Islands, June 2K, 
ISIS, and was a sou of Thomas and- Mary 
(Dearness) Driver, both of whom were 
natives of the same island. 


After acquiring a common school ed- 


ucation Mr. Driver began work, at the 
age of fourteen, at the carpenter trade, 
which he followed for six years without 
receiving any compensation for his Ser- 
vices. ' He then began to work for a boat 
builder, and here again not only received 
no wages, but paid for his board, and af- 
ter his apprenticeship had expired, his 
employer said he would now cliD.rge him 
nothing for board. Thinking that quite 
liberal Mr. Driver stayed some time long- 
er. He then began to work on his own 
account and built splendid boats, souie 
of which are stili afloat. 


When he decided to come to the United 


States same of his friends insisted that 
he should stay where he was, and he said 
that if they would insure him eighteen 
pence per day he would remain, not sup- 
posing he could do better here. 


At- length, having saved enough money 


to bring him to America, he sailed April 
10, 1S51, reaching Quebec after 
four 


weeks. He arrived at Racine June 4Ui, 
1S51. He 'hud borrowed $uU, as he wish- 
ed to have some money on his arrival 
here, but sickness consumed that. He 
had brought with him his wife and three 
children. The former name of his wife 
was Marion Mainland, n. native of Island 
Wcslrny, 


Settling in Racine, Mr. Driver began 


working at bis trade for wages, being 
employed by the late Lucas Bradley, at 
work on which he could not exceed fifty 
cents per day, but his work proved so 
satisfactory that in a short time he was 
given $1.25 per day, and after three years 
he was made foreman, which position he 
held 
for twelve years. At the errd of 


that time he bought a third interest ir. 
the concern, rented Mr. Bradley 's inter- 
ests and carried on operations for twelve 
ye.'irs. After three years of successful ef- 
fort the whole factory was burned, but 
some of the business men proved friends 
to him. especially Mr. Horlick, who pro- 
posed to furnish him stone and lime at 
bottom wholesale prices, so that he might 
rebuild. This was in 
]STO. Accepting 


the generous offer, he built where the 
Thomas Driver Sons Mfg. Co. plant now 
stands. The plant hns been enlarged un- 
til it is one of the best in the city,, and 
furnishes 
employment to 
about 
sixty 


men and is one of the leading industries 
of Racine. 


A wife and nine children snrviv'e to 


mourn his death, three having died in 
early childhood. The children are Chris- 
tina", the wife of John G. Keith, of Chi- 
cagft: Barbara, the wife of J. F. Laing, of 
Chicago: John If., Andrew S.. James II.. 
Charles "il., and Waller A., all of whom 
reside in this city. 


Jn his political affiliations Mr. Driver 


was a Republican. 


Mr. Driver was a typical. Scotchman, 


possessed oi nil the characteristics of that 
country. He always took great 'pride in 
Ihc achievements of his native lond, but 
at the same time was truly loyal to the 
institutions and country of his adoption. 
In every way he was a self made man, 
and had tlie confidence and respect of all 
with whom business or social relations 
brought. him in contact. He was truly 
a man of 'sterling worui-and strict integ- 
ritv and was numbered among the hon- 
ored pioneers. Thus another old settler 
has been called home and the city- and 
many warm friends mourn his loss.

Prank Drahos, a former old 'resident of 


Racine, 
-was killed 
at Milwaukee on 


Wednesday 
of 
this 
week. 
He 
fell 


through a trap .door in the Goldsmith 
building and died at the Emergency hos- 
pital a short time after. His skull was 
fractured by ue fall, which was from 
the first floor to the basement, a distance 
of about twelve feet 


Dnihos had been conducting a cigar 


stand in the Goldsmith building and his 
goods were kept dining his absence at 
night in a small closet under the main 
stairway 
at the Wisconsin 
street en- 


trance. In the closet noor is a trap door 
leading to the- machinery by which the 
elevator is regulated in the basement, 
and it was here that the accident oc- 
curred. Workmen from the Kicckhefer 
Uros. company had been to the building 
early yesterday morning to make repairs 
in the elevator, and on leaving they had 
failed to shut the trap uoor. 
Drnhos en- 


tered the closet, when preparing to open 
up his stand about S o'clock, and he 
stepped into the opening, plunging head- 
long into the basement. The accident 
brought persons in the building to the 
scene, aud the injured man was taken in 
an ambulance to the Emergency hospital. 


Mr. Drahos was born in Bohemia and 


was 52 years of age. He came to Amer- 
ica with John Licglcr of this city and 
others, and settled in Racine. Hn learn- 
ed the stone cutting trade with the late 
E. G. Muggins and for twenty years or 
more was prominent in Bohemian circles. 
He was a member of Odd Fellow Lodge 
>so. 8, I. 0. 0. ]?., and of goo*! standing 
at the time of his death. Some years i 
ago he went to llifwaukee and was ap-1 
pointed deputy sheriff at that place, a 
position he held wi:h credit to himsc-lf 
:md his superiors, lie was under Slier- 
ill's Stanley and Isoring. Only a few 
days 
before he met with the accident 


that ended liis life lie was visiting friqmls 
and relatives here. He leaves a wife and 
children.

Each regiment will consist of fifty' 


officers and 1,309 enlisted men. 
The 


ten reglmentB will therefore add 13,590 
men to the force under Gen. Otis.

Otis is organizing at Ma- 
nila. If he is unable to fill them out 
from volunteers in the Philippines they 
will be recruited in this country, and 
will add 2,718 men to his force, making 
a total of 10.308.

rectness of Prof. Lnngley's opinion thai, 
tlie sun is really blue, and not yellow as. 
we see il,,'' said'prof. T. J. J. See, of the 
Naval Observatory at Washington, wJio 
has made himself fauiono recently a.s the 
discoverer of .''double nta.rs" in numbers 
li'ithertq undreamed of. "You have only 
to imagine the atmospheric envelope ^ of 
the euTUi, which hinders vision, removed, 
and -the-heavens arc revealed to the eye 
in an 'altogether new and unfamiliar as- 
pect.'

in broad daylight, is

earth's atmosphere; thereafter

show signs of running down-quite rapid- 
ly, and a tendency will soon follow, on.

"Hitherto an absurdly mistaken no- 


tion seem? to have been accepted regard- 
ing tlie make-up of the sun, which

•been supposed to be a homogeneous body, 
equal in density throughout. 
As a mat- 


ter of. fact, while its material is lighter 
than our own atmosphere on its surface, 
•the interior is very much ilenstr than the 
heaviest known substances that go' to 
compose the earth. In fact, 
the solar 


orb .near its center is about three times as 
dense as mercury. As for the future of 
the sun, we may suppose thai for a while, 
after cooling, it will become habitable by 
living forms, animal and vegetable; but 
these"are not likely to be developed high- 
ly or to endure for any length of time, in- 
asmuch as the mighty globe will have no 
external sources of heat to depend upon.
